WHEREAS  Chesapeake  Exploration,  L.L.C.,  an  Oklahoma  limited  liability  company,  is  the  present  owner 
and  holder  of  said  le'ase  and  all  rights  thereunder  or  incident  thereto  and  has  requested  that  the  Lessor  amend  the 
provisions  of  the  lease. 

WHEREAS,  TOTAL  E&P  USA,  Inc.,  whose  address  is  1201  Louisiana  Street,  Suite  1800,  Houston,  Texas 
77002,  acquired  an  undivided  25%  interest  in  Chesapeake's  working  interest  in  the  aforementioned  Lease  and  has 
requested  that  the  Lessor  amend  the  provisions  of  the  lease

LESSOR  warrants  to  be  the  owner  of  the  Lands  and  the  minerals  in  and  under  the  Lands  with  full  right  and 
authority  to  amend  the  provisions  of  the  Lease.
